Forest fire broke out Tuesday that. 
for a time threatened the very exist- 
ence of the Hartwick Memorial Pines, 
park. It’ spread rapidly due tc the! 
extreme dryness of tae grass and un- 
dergrowth in the eutover region sur- 
rounding the park and the help of a:
